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THE OTHER FACTOR. 

Sir Edmund Walker says if white people do 
not raise more children the yellow races are likely 
to swamp them and gain control of the world, Pos- 
sibly. Still, numbers are not everything. The 
whites in the British Empire are only about ten 
per cent of its population, but they have managed 
to control its character and policy and make its 
place in the world. And the white peoples the 
world over are out-umbered in the proportion of 
three to one but they control its destinies. If the 
whites have the spirit of their ancestors they will 
continue to rule. If they have lost that, numbers 
will not save them from subjection. 


THE THING THAT MATTEBS. 

Bonar Law, Mr, Asquith and Sir Edward Grey 
are agreed that whether they approve France’s 
policy in the Ruhr or do not, the preservation of 
the entente is the one thing of outstanding im- 
portance to Britain, France and Europe. That is 4 
welcome note, and it is sounded at a time when 
there seems to be a good many voices raised in 
England to create antipathy toward France 
Worse might happen than that British politicians 
should be re-aligned on that issue. If the Allies are 
still Allies it is better that the world should 
know it. If they have parted ways the conse- 
quences cannot be avoided by shirking the fact. 
In any ease it would be as well if the would-be 
wreckers of the entente were ‘‘hived’’ and the 
object of their activities publicly exposed, 

ECHOES FROM THE RUHR. 

Fritz is making plain to everybody concerned 
that he does not like the idea of the Poilu being 
in the Ruhr district, and that—short of getting 
jailed or shot—he intends to do everything he can 
think of to make his stay there unpleasant and 
unprofitable. The British press continues to warn 
France that it cannot collect anything by putting 
in the military bailiff; quite ignoring the fact that 
it was not collecting anything before, and that 
Great Britain is not collecting anything by refus- 
ing to take the same course. France seems to be 
the one principal party involved who is saying 
nothing and attending strictly to the business in 
hand. The oeeupation force of officials and mili- 
tary are consolidating their position, and Paris is 
evidently content to let the results speak for them- 
selves. Premier Poincare probably calculates that 
Franee can maintain its occupational forces in 
the Ruhr longer than the German industrial popu- 
lation there can maintain itself without working, 
and that sooner or later there will be a ‘‘hunger 
strike’’ back to the desertd jobs. Or, failing that, 
there are plenty of French miners, railway work- 
ers and mechanics who can be sent into the terri- 
tory to start the wheels of industry and renew the 
output. Precisely what France has in mind is a 
subject of lively and inconclusive controversy ; but 
it is acting as though in fulfillment of a thought- 
out course of definite end. That at least has the 
merit of being different from the policy of thumb- 
twiddling in which the Allies have indulged for 
four vears 


AN ASSESSMENT PROBLEM. 

According to the re-valuation of buildings that 
has been made for the city council, residences, 
business blocks and other structures would be 
rated at twenty-five per cent more than the figures 
of last year for purposes of taxation, The special 
committee of council proposes to cut this increase 
down by twenty per cent, leaving the house-owner 
to expect that the city assessor wil] rate his im- 
provements at one-twentieth more than they were 
valued at last year. The difficulty is that some 
two or two and a half million dollars worth of 
property has to be struck off the tax list, as it is 
being taken over by the city. The proposed in- 
crease in the assessment of buildings would have 
about balanced this shrinkage. If the increase 
on improvements is only five per cent, presum- 
ubly either the tax rate will have to go up or the 
assessment of land must be increased to make up 
the difference. It might have been better to make 
the twenty-five per cent increase in the assessment 
of buildings, undesirable as that looks on the face 
of things. It makes no difference to the home- 
owner whether he pays on his house or his lot so 
long as the amount is the same. And under ex- 
sting conditions it is desirable to give land every 
possible opportunity to recover a reasonable value 
At present it is practically valueless, and while 
that is the case the city cannot dispose of the large 
amount of vacant lots it has taken over, por can 
private owners get loans with which to erect 


buildings

| to make a move in the direction of economy. He is - 


asking the Legislature for authority to start an 
investigation with a view to finding out just what 
the people of that province are getting in return 
for the taxes which are imposed upon them and 
for the Dominion subsidies which are paid to and | 
spent by the provincial Government. The inten- | 
tion is to begin with the outlay upon education, | 
and to have the investigation board follow up the 
other lines of expenditure in turn, | 

It may be that this unusual course is taken | 
because of the unusual circumstances, The Brac- 
ken Government is a new one. It can therefore 
call for an enquiry into the question of what the | 
funds are being spent for without compromising 
itself. If the commission should report that the 
public are not getting value for their money, the 
Ministers can lay the blame on their predecessors 
The Dunning Government in Saskatchewan and 
the Greenfield Government in Alberta are not in 
the same position. They have been long enough 
in power to have cut out or cut down expenditures 
which they do not approve of, and would have to 
stand a share of the censure if an investigatory 
body brought in a verdict that the public funds 
were being frittered away without value being 
received. That they will follow the lead of the 
Manitoba administration is rather to be doubted. 

These political considerations aside, there is 
substantial reason why some such move toward 
retrenchment should be made by every provincial 
Government in Canada, by city councils gener- 
ally, and by the Federal authorities. It is even to 
be suspected that it would be ‘‘good politics’’ to 
start something in that direction. Courage to face 
u new situation frankly is a quality which some- 
times commends itself to the voters, and every 
tax-collecting and spending authority in Canada 
today is facing a new condition of things. 

During the war and the prosperous years which 
immediately followed it tax-boosting was the 
favorite pastime of Canadian legislative bodies 
iarge and small. There is no use blinking that 
fact, for it has to be met sooner or later, and the 
sooner the better. Public expenditures has grown 
out of all proportion to what they were in the pre- 
war years. Some of them follow as consequences 
of the conflict, and will have to be borne, But 
others came as an accomupaniment of war econdi- 
tions without being due to the struggle itself. 
When farmers were getting war prices for wheat 
and beef and wage-earners were drawing twice 
the pay they ever drew before, the circumstances 
were abnormally favorable for the imposition of 
new taxes and the increase of old ones. It cannot 
be charged that our governing bodies did not live 
up to their opportunities in that respect. Where- 
ever they failed, they certainly found new ways 
to come at the taxpayers’ pockets and new reasons 
for doing so, and surmounted any native modesty 
they may have felt previously about increasing 
imposts. 

We are now a heavily-taxed people. Perhaps 
not in contparison to some of the war-stricken 
countries in Europe. But certainly heavily enough 
to know it and to suffer from it. One has only to 
note the lists of property in town and country 
which is sold or taken over each year for non- 
payment of taxes to know that the public are 
being asked to carry more than they can manage. 
The meaning of those ‘‘agony columns”’ is that 
year after year people who have hitherto been 
able to keep up their end of the load are no longer 
able to do so, and that yearly a distressing num- 
her of them are falling by the wayside. The 
sources from which come municipal, provincial 
and Dominion revenues are being squeezed out, in 
exact proportion as people are surrendering their 
property and ceasing to be taxpayers. 
| It is time to ask candidly what is really being 

got in return for the money that is taken from the 

public year after year, and whether what is being 
got is worth the price of strangling private enter- 
prise and bankrupting property-owning citizens. 
It is doubtful if the average resident of acity has 
any very clear understanding of exactly what he 
gets in return for the cheque he has to hand the 
city tax-collector every fall. It is certain that he 
has only a hazy notion of what the province gives 
him for the money it collects from him by divers 
and sundry ways and for the eash subsidies from 
Ottawa which it dissipates. As for the benefit he 
receives in return for the customs, income and 
other taxes he pays to the Federal Government, 
he is even farther in the fog. 

The one thing certain about the situation is 
| that it cannot continue. The taxpayer cannot stand 
the pace. Public expenditures have to be reduced, 
Reductions will come abont in one of two ways, 
Hither the tax-levying authorities wil] voluntarily | 
cut out and cut down expenses, by eliminating or | 
reducing branches of the public service; or there 
must come an era of ‘‘Government-smashing’’ in 
which the exasperated taxpayers will wreck muni- | 
cipal, provincial, and probably also the Dominion 
administration. 

Perhaps the Manitoba Premier has hit upon 
the best way of meeting the inevitable, If a com- 
mission of business men is set to work to find out 
and tell the people of that province exactly what | 
they are getting for their money, the Government, 
the Legislature, and the taxpayers will be able to 
| proceed to the elimination of ‘‘frills’’ and the 
| cutting down of option expenditures with exact 
and detailed knowledge as to where the money is 
now going and what can best be done without
